May or 
Howland has ex pressed his official inability 
to prev ent a riot in v iew' of the strong preju ­ 
dice which has been wrou ght to a high pitch 
by Professor Gold win Smith’s anti-National­ 
ist speech. 
The situ ation may tie briefly condensed by 
the following figu res: The Sons of England, a 
secret society , has 10,000 members; the Orange 
element 12,000. Qu een’s Own Rifles, 1,700; the 
Grenadiers, 1,100; the contingent of the Do­ 
minion regu lar force, 120; the gov ernor gen­ 
eral's body gu ard, 400, and the police force, 
u nder command of CoL Grassett, formerly of 
the British ariny , 1.50; total, .3,770 armed men. 
The cou nty of York, with its detachments of 
Orangemen, etc., from 
Eglington.

MESSAGE FROM TH E POPE TO

St. P a u l, Minn., May 17.—Bisho p Ireland, 
in his address to his audience Sunday night, 
said: The ho ly father takes a deep interest In 
America. He has an amazing amo unt o f in­ 
fo rmatio n in regard to American affairs. He 
said: “ The future is in the great republic o f 
America, and its influence is rapidly spreading 
o ver the wbo lo wo rld. It is the great missio n 
o f American Catho lics to set ex amples o f the 
best and purest ty pe o f citizen. The American 
Catho lics sho uld lo ve deeply their co untry , and 
sho uld never cease to wo rk fo r its welfara” 
The po pe ex pressed his anx iety at the preva­ 
lence o f drunkenness amo ng Catho lics in 
so me co untries 
and 
said

He blessed the temperance mo ve­ 
ment, and the bisho p pro mised to devo te him­ 
self to the cau so with greater energy than 
ever.

Archbhiho p Co rrigan’s Answer to So me o f 
McGly nn’a Views. 
New Y ork , May 17.—Archbishop Corri­ 
gan, in an address deliv ered Monday on the 
occasion of his canonical v isitation to the 
Chu rch of the Sacred Heart, in West Fifty - 
first street, made declarations which were in­ 
terpreted as replies to recent argu ments by 
Dr. McGly nn, thou gh he mentioned no name. 
The archbishop said two errors were widely 
prev alent at the present time. The first was 
tho idea that priv ate ownership of land was 
u nju st. This was contrary both to philosophy 
and common sense and to tho teachings of the 
chu rch. Those who claimed that land, like 
su nshine and air, being God’s gift, was eq u ally 
the property of all, ov erlooked the difference 
bet ween those things, namely : That su n and 
air can not be redu ced to priv ate possession, 
as land can. Ho cited the condition of the 
Indians as showing the resu lt of common own­ 
ership in land. He also said tho idea of com­ 
mon right to the benefits of land was con­ 
trary to papal decree and to the ordinances of 
God. 
The second error was that the pope had the 
right to command and to be obey ed only in mat­ 
ters of faith and morals, and when speaking 
ex cathedra as the infallible head of Jthe 
chu rch. This idea, said the archbishop, had 
I»«*ri decreed false by the Vatican, who had 
ordered that “if any one shou ld say that the 
pope has a right to command in matters of 
faith and morals and not in discipline, let 
him be anathema.” The pope, howev er, does 
not interfere in matters of politics u nless the 
gov ernment interferes in matters of con­ 
science, and has warned all bishops and arch­ 
bishops that they mu st be obedient to the 
gov ernment u nder which they are.

A Funeral in Corea. 
A Corcati funeral is a sad affair. 
The 
ie m a le relatives, at least, do not accom­ 
p any the body to the grave, and the 
mourning is done at the house and at the 
grave (if at all) by hired p rofessional 
mourners. 
If the dead man was very 
p oor lie is carried to his grave on a bier 
of simp lest construction, borne by two 
men. who often set their burden on the 
ground its they rest. The body is shielded 
from sight only by a semi-cylinder i f 
p ap er, and it is p laced in the grave with 
no coffin to hinder contact with the earth.

He was Immediately p ursued by Gen. James 
Sbitlds with a division from Banks' corp s. 
$ 
It was evidently Jackson’« intention to keep 
within communicating distance of Johnston, 
and to join him if advisable. 
♦Shields p ursued Jackson as far as New­ 
market. This was a p oint within fifty miles 
of Johnston. Shields seemed to be driving 
the one Confederate army to the other. He 
suddenly changed his tactics and began a 
feigned retreat back to Winchester. 
He 
hop ed thus to draw Jackson away from John­ 
ston. 
Tho trick was successful. Jackson 
turned his face Winchester word again, fol­ 
lowing Shields. 
Gen. Banks meantime, who was in the chief 
command in this p art of Virginia, had been 
ordered by Gen. McClellan on the ICth of 
March to take a p osition near Manassas and 
Centreville. p oints recently evacuated by the 
Confederates. Banks was to rebuild the rail­ 
way p assing through Manassas to Washing­ 
ton and keep tho country south of the Balti­ 
more and Ohio railroad free from Confeder­ 
ates. This included the Shenandoah valley. 
Banks p rep ared to obey the order, march­ 
ing hto corp s to Centreville, leaving Shields* 
division of 18,000 men behind to take care of 
Jackson. He did not believe Jackson would 
attack a force so much sup erior to his own. 
Shields had hop ed that Jackson would at­ 
tack him, however. 
With Jackson was Col. 
Ashby’s cavalry, 
1,500 strong.

Near Winchester Shields 
halted and p rep ared for the attack which he 
hojK*d would l)c made.

that with a single aid ho gallop ed ahead of 
hto men and demanded and received the Con­ 
federate commander's sword. 
So little is known, however, of this brilliant 
and romantic figure that his name is seldom 
mentioned in the war reminiscences which are 
now at flood tide in the country. It to because 
Gen. Lander died so early in the war. Soon 
after the beginning of 1802 his health 
failed and he was at length stricken with 
a typ hoid fever. He ap p lied for leave of ab­ 
sence from military duty, but before the p er­ 
mit came, while he was yet waiting, word 
came that Jackson's men were in the neigh­ 
borhood. He rose .from hto bed, called hto 
aids about him and, with the old time fire in 
hto eye, p urp osed to make a midnight attack. 
At that moment hi* hour struck. He was 
seised with a sudden congestion of the brain 
and died in a few minutes. 


He was a man of fine p hysique and extra­ 
ordinary p ersonal magnetism. 
If he had 
lived be would have been among the larger 
figures of the war. 
Lander dying, Gen. James B.* Shields was 
p lace» 1 in command of his division. 
Gen. James B. Shields was one of the ol« l 
time soldiers. 
He 
was born in Ireland 
in 1810; came to 
this country and 
served both in the 
Florida and Mexi­ 
can wars. He was 
a gallant fighter, 
a:ul 
w h s severely 
wounded at Cerro 
Gordo and also at 
C hnp nltep ec, in 
Mexico. He had a 
varied exp erience, 
having been gov­ 
ernor of Oregon territory and United States 
senator resp ectively from Illinois, Minnesota 
and Missouri. 
While filling the last office 
named lie died in 1879.
